Girard over to Japan to be tried 
for the killing of a Japanese 
woman. 


Judge Joseph C. McGarraghy 
ruled that the proposed delivery | 
of Girard to Japan for trial | 
would violate rights guaranteed 
to him by the Constitution.- 

Since Girard remains a mem- 
ber of the United States armed | 
forces in Japan, the judge held, | 
he may be prosecuted in court- 
martial proceedings. 

United States Attorney Oliver | 
Gasch promptly announced that | 
bs Government will appeal |

Gasch said the appeal will be 
filed “as soon as it can be done” 


and that he hoped it could | 


reach the Supreme Court be- | 
fore its present term ends. Next 
Monday is scheduled to be the 
last day of the term. 

Technically, the appeal prob- 
ably will have to be filed first 
with the United States Court of 
Appeals, but that court could 
stand aside and allow the case 
to go directly to the Supreme 
Court. 

Judge McGarraghy refused to | 
issue a writ of habeas corpus 
which would have required that 
Girard be brought home for 
further legal proceedings. But | 
he treated the complaint as a 
petition for an injunction and | 
directed Girard’s lawyers to | 
submit for McGarraghy’s signa- 
ture an order in conformity | 
with his findings. 

Accused of Manslaughter. 

Girard, an Army specialist 
third class from Ottawa, IIl., 
has been accused of manslaugh- 
ter by Japanese authorities. He 
has admitted firing an empty 
shell case from a grenade 
launcher which caused the death 
of a Japanese woman on a 
firing range last January. He 
said the killing was afi accident, 
however. , 

vudge McGarraghy said that 
since Girard’s action was com- 
mitted in the performance of of- 
ficial duty, he is accountable 
only to United States federal 
jurisdiction. 

Secretary of State John Fos- 
ter Dulles told the court in an 
affidavit filed yesterday that 
the way should be cleared for 
Japanese trial of Girard, lest 
“great embarrassment” to the 
United States result. 

Dulles said the Governments 
decision to let the Japanese try 
Girard “was discussed with and 
confirmed with” President 
Eisenhower. 

The State Department de- 
clined any immediate official 
comment on the judges decision. 
There were indications, how- 
ever, that the department would 
attempt an immediate appeal 
to the Supreme Court, bypassing 
the United States Court of 
Appeals here. 

MecGarraghy’s Comment. 

Judge McGarraghy noted that 
Government attorneys had cited 
cases in support of the propo- 
sition that jurisdiction of a 
courtimartial is not exciiisive 
and does not pre-empt the 
jurisdiction of civil courts. to 
deal with acts which violate 
state law as well as military 
law. But, McGarraghy said: 

“In none of the cases cited in 
support of this proposition were 
the accused (person) charged 
with an offense performed in 
line of duty.”

Impulsion From Booster. 

Talos is powered by a ram-jet 
engine that propels it at about 
three times the speed of sound. 
The ram-jet engine must be 
traveling at about 1000 miles an 
hour before it can operate, so 
the Talos missile gets its initial 
impulsion from a _ 10-foot-long 
solid propellent booster. 

Talos has been 12 years in 
development. It is the second 
missile to come from the Navy's 
Bumble Bee program, sponsored 
by the Navy's Bureau of Ord- 
nance, under the direction of 
the applied physics laboratory 
of Johns Hopkins university, 
Silver Spring, Md. 

When It was started the ram- 
jet engine was only a theory in 
physics textbooks. The first 
ram-jet engine was fashioned 
from the exhaust pipe tubing 
for the engine of a Thunderbolt 
airplane, and _ affectionately 
called the “flying stove pipe.” 

It flew for some seconds un- 
til the fuel was exhausted, but 
curiously enough the power 
generated by the exhaust pipe 
ram-jet was greater than that 
of the Thunderbolt engine from 
which it was taken. 

It was decided early in the 
development of Talo® that it 
would be a beam rider, that is, 
it would follow the course of a 
radar beam directed upon the 
target airplane. 

How Terrier was Born. 

To test the beam riding guid- 
ance system while Talos was 
being developed, a supersonic 
test rocket with solid propellent 
was devised. This performed 
so well that the Navy decided to 
turn it into a weapon for air 
defense of the fleet. This mis- 
sile is now the Terrier anti-air- 
craft guided missile. 

The Navy version of Talos is 
a hollow tube about 30 inches 
in diameter and 20 feet long. 
Inside the open nose is a blimp- 
shaped diffuser which channels 
air past burners producing tre- 
mendous thrust. Four maneu- 
verable stubby wings amidships 
and four tail fins control its 
course and stabilize its flight.

ATOMIC TEST SITE, NevV., 
June 18 (AP)—Scientists today 
fired the fourth shot of the 
summer atomic test series, a 
smallish one touched off from 
a tethered balloon. 

Then, when radioactive clouds 
started heading for their con- 
rol point, the scientists hopped 
into busses and cars and re- 
treated to their headquarters at 
Camp Mercury. 

There have been evacuations 


to escape harm from fallout. 
Atomic Energy Commission 
spokesmen said today's evacu- 
ation was not unexpected and 
was more a drill than a neces- 
sity. Their explanation: 

It was known that winds could 
sift light radioactive fallout over 
the control point, which is 10 
or more miles from the actual 
detonation point. 

No Health Hazard. 

It also was believed that such 
fallout would not be a health 
hazard. The scientific crews 
were in need of an evacuation 
drill. So they decided to go 
ahead with the test this morn- 
ing in spite of the fallout pos- 
sibility. 

The expected happened and, 
as it turned out, a spokesman 
said, the evacuation was un- 
necessary. The fallout, he added, 
was far below the level that 
constitutes a health hazard.

| ects in St. Louls and St. Louis 
county that would cost more 
than $20,000,000 were discussed 
yesterday by the board of trus- 
tees of the Metropolitan St 
Louis Sewer District, 

“Heavy rains last weekend 
brought into focus storm water 
projects,” said William Q. Kehr, 
executive director. “It is essen- 
tial that we do something as 

quickly as possible about the 
_storm sewer problem in the dis- 
trict.” 

Kehr was instructed by the 
board to make a study of a pro- 
posed Deer creek stofm sewer 
project, including estimated 
cost of widening, deepening and 
straightening the channel of 
the creek which passes through 
Ladue, Rock Hill, Brentwood, 
Maptewood and Webster 
Groves. 

A rough estimate of the cost 
of such a project, he said, is 
between $5,000,000 and $8,000,- 
000. 


Scene of Flood. 

During last Friday night's 
record rain, Deer creek over- 
flowed, flooded Manchester 
road in Rock Hill and also the 
lower sections of Litzsinger 
road in Brentwood and Ladue. 
Two elderly women and their 
woman companion were strand- 
ed in their automobile on Litz- 
singer road, Ladue, for about 
two hours. Flood waters were 
within several inches of the 
roof of the car. A nearby house- 
holder tried to rescue them in 
a boat, but it capsized in the 
swift current. He then swam 
and waded to the machine and 
was able to lead the women 
to safety. 

Kehr said the most important 
and the biggest storm water 
project in the city is the 
proposed Harlem - Baden relief 
sewer in the northern section 
of St. Louis. This project, he 
said, would cost about $15,000,- 
000. The sewer district has been 
unable to start construction be- 
cause the assessed valuation of 
the property in the area is not 
high enough to permit a bond 
issue in that amount, he said.

WASHINGTON, June 18 (AP) 
—The National Education Asso- 
ciation, after studying 148 cities, 
reports it finds no conclusive 
evidence for or against “merit 
pay” for teachers, 

The merit pay issue has 
reached a peak of controversy 
the last year, with citizens’ 
groups and some boards of edu- 
cation among its main backers. 

Both the N. E. A. and its larg- 
est affiliate, the Department of 
Class Room Teachers, passed 
resolutions last summer oppos- 
ing the plan, which would give 
teachers extra pay for unusual- 
ly good 

Both organizations, however, 
said they took their action be- 
cause of lack ef workable stand- 
ards. They called for further 
research. 

The N.E.A.’s commission on 
teacher education and profes- 
sional standards sent question- 
naires to the 556 large school 
districts. It received replies 
from 504 

In its Journal of Teacher 
Education, the commission said 
it had found 148 districts in 
which merit pay is in use or 
under consideration or has been 
tried and abandoned. In the 
past school year, it said, only 
26 districts had plans in opera- 
tion. 

Executivé secretary T. M. 
Stinnett of the commission said: 

“Frankness compels us to 
assert that past experience with

Among conservative Repub- 
licans he is ah object of scorn 
and distrust. These conserva- 
tives — Senators Knowland, 
Bridges, Hickenlooper, Bricker 
—could, with the help of con- 
servative Democrats, block any 
arms treaty they disapproved of. 


Their distrust of Stassen an- 
tedates his attempt last year to 
displace Vite President Nixon 
as President Eisenhower's run- 
ning mate. But that public chal- 
lenge of one whom the con- 
servatives felt was their man 
stirred their resentment to new 
anger. And ag if this were not 
enough, Stassen returned to the 
attack not long ago, saying on 
a television program that Nix- 
on’s presence on the ticket cost 
the Republicans the Senate and 
the House despite the Eisen- 
hower landslide. 

Saying ‘I Told You So.’ 

Stassen’s blunder in sitting 
down with Soviet representa- 
tive Valerian Zorin before he 
had cleared the American dis- 
armament proposal with Amer- 
ica’s allies has produced an “I 
told you so” attitude in his Sen- 
ate critics. This, they are say- 
ing, is exactly what you could 
expect from that eager: beaver. 

With reports of Stassen’s 
“reprimand” coupled with the 
word that Julius Holmes, a 
senior career diplomat, has gone 


to London to serve with Stas- | 


sen, the distrust and the suspi- 
cion have been compounded and 
thereby the barrier to Senate 
approval has been heightened. 


A month ago, when Stassen 
went to London against the 
background of “cautious hope” 
raised by what seemed to be a 
basic change in the Soviet ap- 
proach to disarmament, news 
stories were written to the ef- 
fect that Stassen now had a 
splendid opportunity to reha- 
bilitate himself politically. He 
had nothing to do with inspir- 
ing these stories. He has, in 
fact, been excessively cautious 
about talking with reporters 
ever since last December, when 
he put out in a background in- 
terview an American disarma- 
ment position that was prompt- 
ly repudiated by Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles. 


Stirred Old Enmities. 
These stories were neverthe- 


had utterly and completely re- 
nounced all further political am- 
bition, and that is more than 
ean be asked of human nature, 
this public revival of his hopes 
was bound to renew the old 
jealousies. 

The question being asked to- 
day is whether President Eis- 
enhower was wise in sending a 
political figure on what should 
have been a non-political as- 
signment. And this question is 
being raised not by Stassen’s 
opponents and critics, but by 
those who believe it is des- 
perately important to make a 
start toward disarmament if 
this can be done while at the 
same time America’s security 
is safeguarded.

his own country first. That was why we had sincerely hoped to:

complete our task of national reconstruction. ' 


What we did not realize was : 
that Communists are Commu- 
nists, first, last and always. 
They were traitorous all the 
time. Everywhere they set traps 


for others. Any weak spot in 
our organization, or a loophole 
in our precautionary measures 
would give then a chance to 


start trouble. In our war against | 
Communism we made the mis- | 


take of judging the Commu- 
nists by the same yardstick of 
national consciousness and 
democratic and ethical concepts.

Saved by Propaganda. 


Whenever the Chinese Com- | 
munists met with reverses in| 


the field, international Com- 
munists came to their rescue 
by spreading propaganda aimed 
at confusing the general public 
as well as people in the gov- 
ernment.

A Good Day’s Work 


The Bill of Rights—that part of the United 
States Constitution which guards the liberties 
. of American citizens—is the stronger because 
of four decisions handed down by the Supreme 
Court near the close of its 1956-57 term. 
Taken together those rulings provide a reassur- 
ing contrast to the decisions in recent years 


that have tended to erode constitutional rights. 


In these four civil liberties cases the Supreme 
Court decided: 

First, that 14 “second string” Communist lead- 
ers in California were unlawfully convicted un- 

“der the Smith Act in 1952. 

Second, that career diplomat John Stewart 
Service was wrongfully discharged by the Secre- 
tary of State in 1951. 

Third, that Illinois labor leader John T. Wat- 
kins was not guilty of contenfpt of Congress 
when he refused to tell the mames of former 
Communist associates to a House Un-American 
Activities subcommittee. 

Fourth, that Paul M. Sweezy, economist and 
co-editor of the Monthly Review, was not ac- 
corded due process of law when he was held in 
contempt by the Attorney General of New Hamp- 
shire for refusing to answer questions about 
lectures at the University of New Hampshire 
and about his political activities. 

. + . 

In none of these cases was there the slightest 
disposition on the part of the Supreme Court 
to favor Communists or their teachings. In 
each case, the Supreme Justices based their 
decision on basic rights which must apply equally 
to all if freedom of the individual citizen is to 
be protected. 

Justice Harlan, an Fisenhower appointee, gave 
the 6-to-1 decision in the case of the California 
Communists. With only Justice Clark dissent- 
ing (Justices Brennan and Whittaker were not 
on the high bench when the case was argued), 
the court freed outright five of the defendants 
and returned the cases of nine others for new 
trials. The five were freed, the Supreme Court 
said, because the evidence against them “is so 
clearly insufficient that their acquittal should 
be ordered.” 

As Justice Harlan said, the Department of 
Justice erred in putting its reliance on the 1951 
decision of the Supreme Court upholding the 
Smith Act conviction of Eugene Dennis and 
other top officials of the Communist party in 
the United States. The error was, so Justice 
Harlan found, in failing to distinguish between 
“advocacy of abstract doctrine and advocacy of 
action.” To quote the Justice’s words: 


The essential distinction is that those to 
whom the advocacy is addressed must be 
urged to do something, now or in the future, 
rather than merely to believe in something. 
In applying the Smith Act, the Supreme Court 

had to decide, so Justicé™ Harlan explained, 


whether the 1940 law forbid advocating and 


teaching forcible overthrow as an abstract prin- 


ciple, “divorced from any effort to instigate 
action to that end.” Answering the question, 
Justice Harlan said: “We hold that it does not.”

Justices Black and Douglas, who were the two 
dissenters in the Dennis case, would have gone 
much further than the majority in the California 
case. They said, in a separate opinion, that the 
statutory basis for the Los Angeles convictions 
“abridges freedom of speech, press and assembly 
in violation of the First Amendment.” 

By returning nine of the cases for retrial, the 
Supreme Court invites the Department of Jus- 
tice to show what it can do in the light of this 
decision. If Attorney General Brownell’s staff 
has evidence that can be made to stand up. in 
court, now is the time to get busy on it. 

The Servic® casé, decided 8 to 0, was nar- 
rowly based on the procedure followed in the 
discharge of the diplomat, as of “doubtful loyal- 
ty,” by Secretary of State Acheson six years 
ago. Reviewing the steps in the case, the Su- 
preme Court foufid that the State Department's 
own regulations were violated when lower loyalty 
review boards were overruled by a higher board 
which then was supported by the Secretary of 
State. 

* . * 

Chief Justice Warren, another Eisenhower 

appointee, spoke for the Supreme Court in the 


6-to-1 Watkins case. Reading a sharp lesson to the - 


House of Representatives as well as to its Un- 

American Activities Committee, the Chief 

Justice said that the Jabor leader was 
not accorded a fair opportunity to deter- 
mine whether he was in his rights in re- 
fusing to answer. There is no general 
authority to expose the private affairs of 
individuals without justification in terms of 
the functions of Congress. Nor is the Con- 
gress a law enforcement or trial agency. 

These are functions of the executive and 

judicial departments of government. 

No inquiry is an end in itself; it must be 
related to and in furtherance of a legitimate 
task of the government. Investigations con- 
ducted solely for the personal aggrandize- 
ment of the investigators or to punish those 
investigated are indefensible. 

The Chief Justice spoke also in the 6-to-2 
Sweezy case—in which the New Hampshire pro- 
cedure was “to summon a witness and (to try) 
to compel him’ against his will to disclose the 
nature of his past expressions and association.” 
This invaded the teacher’s liberties in the 
areas of academic freedom and political ex- 
pression—-and these, as Mr. Warren said, are 
“areas in which government should be ex- 
tremely reticent to tread.” Sweezy's testimony 
included statements that he wa’ a Socialist in 
political orientation, but that he had never been 
a Comnfinist party member and did not advo- 
cate forcible overthrow of the Government. 

There will be those to differ with one or 
more of these decisions, as for example, Repre- 
sentative Smith of Virginia, author of the Smith 
Act. We believe, as we said at the outset, that 
the Bill of Rights is the stronger because they 
have been handed down. For the Supreme Court 
is saying in effect that while the national 
security is vital and must be protected against 
subversion, so are the rights of citizens vital 
and so must freedom also be protected against 
officials who would thoughtlessly undermine it.

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A Back to Egypt 

Jordan’s closing of her embassy in Egypt 
shreds the remnants of “Arab unity” as pro- 
claimed months ago by Col. Nasser. And for 
this rebuff the Egyptian Government can more 
rightly blame itself than Western interference. 

Naturally the controlled Egyptian press is 
blaming Western imperialism. It is also scoffing 
at Jordan's charge that the Egyptian military 
attache conspired to assassinate members of 
the royal family of Jordan. But even before 
King Hussein cleaned house of Egyptian influ- 
ences, it was obvious that Col. Nasser’s agents 
were not counting on the desert winds to blow 
the King away. Hussein has had to act, to pro- 
tect his government. 

In sum, it was not the United States that in- 
terfered in Jordan, but Egypt. It was not the 
Eisenhower Doctrine which rescued Hussein, but 
Hussein himself, helped though he was by a 
$10,000,000 American loan made quite apart 


from the Eisenhower Doctrine. For the Doctrine 
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fe 
did not fit the occasion, since it is aimed at 
Commuriist aggression. What occurred was 
Egyptian plotting, and Jordan has taken care 
of that. 

Col. Nasser’s Pan-Arab efforts now seem as 
inept as was his much-propagandized military 
build-up. About the only thing that still runs 
smoothly in Cairo is his propaganda machine. 


Against Hell’s Canyon Wall 
As the Hell’s Canyon bill comes to the floor 
of the Senate for debate and vote, one thing 
seems generally agreed. This will be the final 
back-to-the-wall stand to retain the richest re- 
maining waterpower resource in the country for 
the people of the United States. 


The opponents in Congress of a federal proj- 
ect at Hell’s Canyon will have a lot to explain 
to the American public. 

What they are opposing is maximum develop- 
ment of the great Snake River gorge for electric 
power production, flood control, irrigation bene- 
fits, and incentives to the manufacture of farm 
fertilizers frafn western phosphate ores. 

What they are advocating is a limited develop- 
ment which will cost the American people as 
much electric power as the prime output from 
Bonneville Dam, nearly three fourths the flood 
control capacity of a maximum project, all the 
irrigation benefits and all the incentives to phos- 
phate fertilizer production. 

As a supreme irony, the proponents of this 
willful waste at Hell’s Canyon contend it will 
save the taxpayers money! 

The opponents in Congress of full resource 
development at Hell’s Canyon are going to have 
a particilarly hard time explaining to the peo- 
plé of the Pacific Northwest. That region, boom- 
ing industrially, needs every kilowatt of power 
it can get. Its growth will be stunted with any- 
thing less than full development of its power 
resources. 

The people of the Pacific Northwest are not 
going to understand how wasting a great block 
of power at Hell’s Canyon—how preventing it 
from ever being produced—is going to save them 
money. 

The people of the United States as a whole 
are not going to understand how they can save 
money by giving the Idaho Power Co. a great 
natural resource on which the private utility ex- 
pects to earn millions. 

Idaho Power has not made the paradox any 
less paradoxical by the testimony of its presi- 
dent, T. E. Roach, to the Senate Judiciary Anti- 
monopoly subcommittee. 

Mr. Roach said the tax treatment the Govern- 
ment has allowed his company on its projected 
dams at Hell’s Canyon will not take “a single 
solitary penny away from the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Roach did not explain how his company 
is getting anything from the Government in the 
tax arrangement if the Government is not giv- 
ing anything—or why, if Idaho Power is getting 
nothing, it went to so much trouble to get it. 
And Mr. Roach did not explain at all how his 
tax deferments square with the representation 
on which his company obtained licenses from 
the Federal Power Commission—that the proj- 
ects would not cost the Government one cent. 

Mr. Roach was still harder to follow on flood 
control. He said his company would supply, 
“free of cost,” flood control worth $1,000,000 a 
year. 

Presumably Mr. Roach based his contention 
on the “trickle-down” theory—that no matter 
how little a power dam and reservoir are oper- 
ated in the interest of flood control, some flood 
control will result. 

This is not always true, and sometimes it is 
the reverse of the truth. Sometimes a choice 
must be made between releasing water for con- 
trol of expected floods, and keeping it for 
power production. 

Did Mr. Roach mean he would choose a loss 
in power output in order to control a flood? 
We do not believe his stockholders would like 
to hear him say so. 

And of course Mr. Roach does not say how he 
could compete with the flood control of a pub- 
lic dam having several times the reservoir ca- 
pacity of his inadequate projects. 

All told, the advocates of give-away and throw- 
away at Hell’s Canyon are going to have much to 
explain. Let’s listen carefully.

Missouri's extension of its aid to dependent 
children from a top age of 16 to a top age of 18, 
in a bill just signed by Gov.

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Illinois Considers Billboards 


The Illinois Senate’s Highways Committee has 
approved a bill to prohibit most billboards with- 
in 660 feet of new federal interstate highwais. 
This is a commendable effort to keep the road- 
sides and the scenery uncluttered for motorists, 
and it is in line with pending federal legislation. 

One bill by Senators‘ Neuberger of Oregon 
and Gore of Tennessee would provide an addi- 
tional three fourths of 1 per cent in federal road 
funds for states which met certain roadside 
standards. A more drasfic Administration meas- 
ure would cut federal aid by 5 per cent for 
states which did not meet such standards. 

If such legislation is passed, as it should be, 
the Illinois Senate bill would place that state 
in a position to receive new federal road bene- 
fits, or at least in a position to keep from losing 
road funds. But the moment the main ques- 
tion is who has the loudest voice with the Senate 
Public Works Committee in Washington—the 
outdoor advertising interests, or the public

The Case of William Girard 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Public sentiment may favor United States trial for soldier 
accused in Japan, but national interest favors trial by Japanese; 
no reason to think they would be severe; real question is keep- 
ing commitments, avoiding pose of arrogant colonial power.

The case of Army Sp/3 William Gir- 
ard provides almost a classic example 
of a situation where head and heart 
pull in opposite directions. 


Every human emotion in the United 
States sides with the relatives of the 
soldier who are doing all within their 
power to extract him from the jurisdic- 
tion of the Japanese courts and return 
him to his home country for trial. Some 
17,000 names are signed to the petition 
which was presented at the White 
House, and with lit- . 
tle effort more 
thousands of signa- 
tures undoubtedly 
could be obtained. 

But if you apply 
the head _ rather 
than the heart to 
the case, you will 
come out with a 
different conclu- 
sion about the 
merits. 

First, there is no 
reason to think 
that he would re- 
ceive a less fair 
trial in Japanese 
courts than in American courts. The 
Japanese will certainly lean over back- 
ward to be fair about the matter. Their 
pride and their emotions are also en- 
gaged. ; 

In effect, the outburst in the United 
States has questioned the quality of 
the Japanese judicial system. And every 
move made in Japan’s courts will be 
subjected to the sharpest scrutiny. It 
is almost a foregone conclusion that 
his trial in a Japanese court would not 
end in a prison sentence, In a United 
States court it might. 

Second, there is every reason of na- 
tional United States interest to leave 
the trial to the Japanese courts re- 
gardless of the merits of the various 
arguments over the status-of-forces 
agreement with Japan. 

The United States position in Japan 
has been shaken of late by many things 
—including United States resistance to 
the reopening of trade with China. The 
“honeymoon” period of that relation- 
ship has long since passed. Chauvinism 
has reappeared in Japan, and in the 
United States as well. Japanese for- 
eign policy is pulling away from United 
States leading strings. 

It is to Washington’s advantage to 
limit and restrain this tendency. The 
last thing in the world it wants is a 
“cause celebre” which would produce 
a decisive break away from Washing- 
ton in Tokyo and force the military 
withdrawal of the United States’ forces 
from Japan. 

Had Washington insisted on its full 
legal rights under the agreement and 
insisted on repatriating Specialist Gi- 
rard, the end result could all too easily

have been such a decisive break, with 
a loss of military bases in Japan. This 
is a case where the United States had 
everything to gain by leaning over back- 
ward even at the expense of the legal 
rights of the individual soldier. 

Third, if the United States were to 
insist on its maximum legal rights and 
deny Japanese court jurisdiction, then 
Moscow and Peiping would obtain a 
magnificent propaganda advantage. 
There is nothing those capitals relish 
more than an opportunity to paint the 
United States as an imperialist power 
which rides roughshod over the rights, 
interests and feelings of its weaker 
allies. 

The repatriation of Specialist Girard 
over Japanese protest would give the 
Communists an argument in Japan 
which the USIA could not hope to wipe 
out with twice the money cut from its 
budget by Congress this year. 

This is a conflict between national 
interest and national emotion with no 
easy resolution. National interest is on 
the side of the President. National 
emotion is on the side of the relatives 
and friends of Specialist Girard. And 
it is, of course, to be expected that anti- 
Administration Senators and Represen- 
tatives will take the side of national 
emotion and argue that no United 
States soldier should be expected to 
trust his freedom to the whims of a 
“foreign” court. 

This, of course, is one test of the 
ability of the United States to fill the 
role of leader of a world coalition. It 
never could hope to fill that role over 
a long period of years if in cases like 
this it allowed its actions to be ruled 
by its heart rather than by its head. 

There is more to the matter still. 
Americans hear much these days about 
whether they can trust the Soviets to 
be “sincere” about disarmament. Sin- 
cerity is a quality of human behavior, 
not a quality of government behavior. 
The function of a government is to 
serve the national interest. The United 
States can trust the Soviets to sign and 
keep any agreement which serves the 
interests of the Soviet Union. One 
doesn’t ask rationally whether they are 
“sincere” about it. One asks whether 
it is possible to find a formula which 
serves the national interest of both 
countries. 

The Administration in Washington 
is paying a high price domestically for 
living up to the full spirit of its agree- 
ment with Japan. It does this not be- 
cause it wants to, but because it serves 
the over-all national interest to do go. 
If governments consulted only the heart 
and not the head there would be hardly 
any international agreements at all. 
The relationship with Japan would be 
ended, and Harold E. Stassen would be 
told to break off his arms-limitation 
talks with the Soviets.

CONVERSATIONS WITH CASALS, by 
J. Ma. Corredor. (Dutton, 240 pgs. $5.) 
The eminence of the Spanish ‘cellist, 

Pablo Casals, rests not only upon his art. 
He has excited immenge admiration in 
his self-imposed exile from Spain and in 
his refusal to play away from Prades, 
France, his former hame, or from 
Puerto Rico, so long as the Franco dic- 
tatorship is allowed subsistence by the 
rest of the world. Knowledge of his 
rich career will bring many readers to 
this book, and his piquancy of expres- 
sion should keep them at it. 

Casals speaks straightforwardly, to 
the diligent interviewer he has in his 
lifelong friend, Corredor, on a mumbér 
of issues. As to whether works should 
be played on the instruments for which 
they were composed, he takes issue 
with the purists. To begin with, one 


must largely guess at the way a compo- 
sition was played in the far past, he 
says.

The agency said “it is also 
stated by the responsible Israeli 
authorities that the first objec- 
tive of Egypt is buying these 
submarines to tighten the: block- 
ade on Israel.” 

The Egyptian press carried the 
story without comment. There 
was no confirmation that the 
submarines had arrived in Alex- 
andria.

back where we understand what we read in the papers. 
After a brief visit in England, one is likelygto wire home 
for more money and stay on—for the parks are green, the 
monuments are magnificent, and the small boys playing 


cricket among the foxglove are worthy of more lazy at- 
tention.

Recommended for the last day in London is an eaves- 
dropping tour of the pubs where Britishers say what they 
think. 

There, in a variety of dialects—all of them intelligible 
once your ear is tuned in—you learn what the public feels 
about everything except Americans. (The British are too 
polite to talk about-Americans when the latter are present, 
and Americans can always be spotted in a pub. Even in 
inexpensive clothes, they look sleek and flashy beside the 
more weathered and drab local citizen.)

AFTER ASKING A FEW QUESTIONS, you get a nut- 
shell—or ale mug—picture of public opinion, and learn that: 

Princess Margaret is, if possible, an object of even 
more affection than Queen Elizabeth.

One Marriage, Two Careers --Happy 


How Singer Rufus Smith and His Dancing Wife, Evelyn Taylor, Blend Their Interests

Rufus and Evelyn th 
arent a in the same 
show—or at least in two shows 
in the same town—just don’t 
expect both to be working at 
the same time. That's part of 
their recipe for a happy and 
successful 


marriage. 

Right now, it’s Rufus, hand- 
some, blond bass-baritone, who's 
working, but Evelyn is right here 
with him, keeping house in their 
suite at the Gatesworth Hotel 
while he fills an engagement 
with the Municipal Opera. Last 
week, he was in “South Pacific.” 
This week, he portrays the role 
of Ezra Reber in “Plain and 
Fancy,” next week he is Joe 
Boyd in “Damn Yankees,” and 
he will also appear in “New 
Moon.” 

“We've seen too many mar- 
riages fall when both the hus- 
band and wife had separate 
careers, going in separate direc- 
tions,” said Rufus. “So when we 
married in 1949, we made it an 
inflexible rule that we wouldn’t 
be separated.” 

But Evélyn, — blue-eyed 
and petite, has her career too, 
a very good career, by the way, 
as a dancer.

EAR DR. STEINCROHRN: 

Will you write . something 

discussing the need of polio 
vaccine for adults? We have 
three young children, all of 
whom have had their shots. But 
my wife and I can’t see the real 
need for subjecting ourselves 
to the vaccine, too. We are 
both 38 years old. M.B. 

ANSWER: I can best answer 
your questions by giving you ex- 
cerpts from a recent edition of 
Medical News. Its lead article 
was called “AMA SPARKS 
ANTI-POLIO DRIVE.” So you 
see, Mr. M.B., the medital pro- 
fession itself is behind mass 
anti-polio vaccination because it 
recognizes the vital need for it.

THE FOLLOWING quota- 
tions from the article should 
help straighten out your prob- 
lem: “We have a major oppor- 
tunity to wipe out a crippling 
disease in short order,” Dr. 
Jonas E. Salk told medical so- 
ciety presidents and secretaries 
from all 48 states, Alaska, 
Hawaii and the District of Co- 
lumbia at am emergency meet- 
ing called by the American 
Medical Association. “There 
need be little, if any, paralytic 
poliomyelitis “in the United 
States in 1957 if all who are 
potentially susceptible are 
treated with vaccine that is now 
available.” 

Later he told a press confer- 
ence that if all persons under 
30 were vaccinated, polio inci- 
dence would be cut 9C per cent.

When South was held to 11 
tricks, West opened the king of 
spades. Then, seeing the sipgle- 
ton spade and the ace-king of 
clubs in dummy, he shifted to 
the queen of hearts. East took 
it with the ace and declarer 
easily took the rest of the tricks, 
drawing trumps, cashing the 
king of hearts and ruffing a 
heart and a spade on the board. 

When South played five 
diamonds, not doubled, West 
opened the queen of hearts and 
when East put in the three-spot, 
South won the trick with the 
king. Declarer played the ace 
of diamonds and a low diamond 
to dummy’s 10, drawing trumps, 
and saw that he could score an 
overtrick if he could run the 
club suit, discarding his two 
spades on the two long clubs. 
This could be done with a 3-2 
split. 

But the adverse bidding sug- 
gested a 4-1 club split and it 
would do him no good to cash 
the three top clubs and set up 
a long club by ruffing out the 
jack, for one spade discard 
wouldn't help him—he needed 
two. So declarer played East as 
the defender with the four 
clubs, and he laid down the ace 
of clubs and led a low club for 
the successful finesse of the 10. 

Declarer then played the 
queen of clubs, re-entered dum- 
my with a trump lead and took 
the king of clubs, dropping 
East's jack and discarding a 
spade from his hand.
